whercof Jeflerson Davis was made Presulent.

But more: The fuct that **the fustitution of
Slavery was loeal,” was our woll-prized Gibenl-
tar all through the long and arduons controyersy
that preceded the outhreak of ourregent Civil

uti-

War. **Blavery sectional, Freedom National,”
was our watchword in many a political contest.
This was the doetrine of the founders of ** Wash-
ington’s republic;” propounded by Jeflorson of
Virginia in the first Congress that met after the
close of our Revolutionary War, and at once
accepted by n vote of 16 to 7—the majority
ineluding every man from the North. The same
prineiple, somewhat restrieted in its application,
wias  adopted three  years thereafier, on the
report of a member from  Masanelnselti—
cecry State consenting,  And if the South
had been willing persistently to stand with us
on the principle thus estalilished by comuion
consent in the very infaney of the Republie,
there would have Dbeen no Civil War and no
foreible overthrow of Slavery,

But the Seuth changed—wae did not.  8hein:
stated that Slavery should be extended—that no
obstacle stiould be interposed to its diffusion—
and that change of front impelled firt collision,
ultimately Civil War. The North and the South
were first brought into conflict by n demaud of
the South that Slavery should prevail in the
orgnuization and edmission of Mizsonri, This
dentand, loug and stardily resisted, finally tri-
amphed by & compromise dictated and mainly
supported by the South, Thenceforth, for forty
years, Slavery swayed our Nutional conngils,
with partial and fitful interruptions.

The acquisition and annexation of Texas next
convtlsed the North and the South on a Slavery
jsne. Who were the Revolutionists, who the
Conservidives in  that ¢ontest? Martin Van
Buren bad been designated by most of the State
Conventions as the Democratic candidate for
Precident in 1241, The South compeliod him
to tuke grouml on Annesstion: he declarad
agalnst the praject, and the South repudiated
and defeated him, nomivating instead James
K. Polk, & Southren, s slaveholder, and an
avowed Annexationist, who, after a desperate,
doubtful contest, was elected, Whe were the
Revolutionists in that struggle?

There was no gorions question on any haud
that Texas was sought and seized to strengthen
the Slave Power.  * It will give a Gibraltar to
e South,” said Gen, Jumes Hamilton, jr., of
South Caroliun, in eager advocacy of the scheme,
Adid Johin €. Callioun, in an official dispateh to
Minister King at Pavis, nrged the necessity ol
Aunexation exprossly ou the assumption that,
{u its abaenee, British influence would trivmph
in ‘Texae, abolishing Slavery there, and thereby
endongoering its existence here,

The acquisition of Cuba, for years openly aml

‘Aihamielessly  pursned by our Democratio mag-

uates in and out of office, heing declared in
Democratic platforis and Ostend Clreulars an
object of supreme National desire, was advo-
coted on this especial groumd: * Slavery in
Cuba is essentinl to the support of Slavery
i the United States: we must acguire Caba,
or Slavery will die there, and thus endanger it
existence here,”  And this neighborly interest
in the longoevity of Cuban Rlavery was evinced
through thirty years of our recent history.

Tl Nebraska-Kansas coutroversy—will any
one eharge that on the anti-Slavery North !
There had been an explicit compact, known as
the Missouri Compromive, excluding Slavery
from all Foderal territory north of Lat, 367 v,
The South, through Senator Dixon of Kentucky,
demanded the repeal of that exelusion. Senator
Donglas besitated, demurred, then assented,
The whale land was rocked with the conseiquent

the proposition; but Procdom ultimately wou
the disputed territories,  Were not we oppo-
nents of Slavery standing on the defensive in
that contest !

Finully, cume the  Presidential of]
1560, The oue lsue of moment dividing par-
thes was this: The Republicans would keep
Slavery ont of the Territories if they conld:
their apponents contended that they must not,
should not, do sny #uch thing, Wepe
*revolutionists” in maintaining that territory
that came to us Freo should romain Free lorever !

All thronigh the eventinl Winter of 1860-1,
there was abindance of eilort sl of desire to
adjust ad compose our  difforences without
Moodsked; and there was hnt one issue that
conld not be adjusted—thut of the Extension of
Slavery,  Either party, if that were coneeded,
stomd ready to conoode almost everything ele,
Virginia stood ready to throw her weight fnto
the scals of the Union if we would but sor.
render  the Territorfes to her slaveholders—
which was the very thing we could not do.  Sg
e seceded and planged headlong into the Was
tur Disunion,

Tn the face of these fetsi—<0 mnltitndinons,
s0 mountainous—how can any one ray  that
the North made war on the Sauth—made war
e @it of revolution ! There was wever,
fronm 1751 to 1861, one State in all the Union
that could, ander whatever pressuce of exelte-
ment, have given one-fonrth of its legal votes
i faver of wowar on the SBonth for the overthires
and extivetion of Slavery,
